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1 . The National Capital Plamiing Commission was 
esta'Dlished by the National Capital Planning Act of 1952 
(u6 Stat. 781 ) as successor to the National Cspit^l Park 
and Planning Commission (established by 43 Stat. 463, 6 
Jxme lt^4, as amended). 

P. Section > of the 1952 Act provides the requirements 
iitider which CIA acted. Relevant portions are cited: 

"(a) In order to insure the con^rehenslve planning 
and orderly development of the Ifational Capital, each 
Federa l and District of Colvurobia agency prior to 
the nrenaratio n of construction planj soriginated by 
sifcE agency for proposed developments and. projects 
to ccaaaitments for the acquis ition of l and, to be 
paid for in whole or in part from’‘Wdeial or District 
flitids, sha ll ad vi se and consult with th e CoriYrtlj^isjon 
in the p^aratlon hy“the agency 'of plans and programs 
in prelimimry and successive stages which affect the plan 
and deve.loptnent of the National Cipital: PROVIDED, HCWEVSR, 
•’’hat the Commission shall determine in advance the type 
nr kinds of plans, developments, projects, ltTiT>rovements, 
or acquisitir. o'hich do not need to be submitted for 
review by the CoKinission as to conformity with its pl.an3. 

After receipt of soch plans, mps, and data, it sEall, be 
the duty of the'~' CommisGioi i to make promptly a TireHmina-rv 
-,’^port anii -peonrq ii ’q pil.at. i o n r t ‘ P •=• igency Or agencies concerned. 
IfT~after having received and considered the report and 
T^OHmenctetions of the Commission the agency does not 
.•oric’sr. It sha.ll advise the Commission TH^TTTE'sT^easons 
therefor7 qj^d the Commission' s laTX" a final renmrL. 

After such c6nsui^1^!on^i^r^itable "consideration of the 
vie\/s of the Commission the agency my proceed to take 
action in accordance with its legal responsibilitie'- 
and authority. 



"(d) Within the environs, general plans showing the location, 
character, eictent and intensity of use for proposed Federal 
and District developments and projects Involving the acquisition 
nf land, shall be submitted to the Commission for report and 
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TPcotaniends.'fcioiif? brjfore final conroitinien't tio said ac<i'uisi'fcion 
unless such matters shall have been specifically approved 
hy fin Act of Congress. Before acting on any general plan, 
fclie Commission shall advise and consu3.t with the Council 
•?nd the appropriate planning agency having jurisdiction over 
the affected part of the environs. When, in the jxidgment of 
the Commission, proposed devel-opments or projects suhraJ-tted 
to the Commission under subsection (a) hereof involve a major 
change in the character or intensity of an existing use in 
the environs, the Gcxnmission shall l ikewise advise and consult 
with the Council and the aforesaid planning agency. The re- 
nort and recommendations retiuired under this subsection shall 
be submitted within sixty days and shall be acconiEanied. by 
any reports or recommandations that may have been prepared 
by the Councl], or the aforesaid planning agency. 

"(e) It is the intent of the foregoing provisions of this 
section to obtain cooperation and correlation of effort 
lictween the various agencies of iihe Federal and District 
governments which are responsible for infollc developments 
and projects, including tbe acquisition of land. These 
agencies, therefore, shall look to the Garanisslon and utilise 
it as the central planning agency for the Federal and District 
fiovernments in the National Capital region. To aid the 
Commission in carrying o\it this function, plans, data, and 
records, or copies thereof, necessary to the Coiranission shall 
l-.e furnished upon its request by such Federal and District 
fjcwernmenta]„ agencies; and the CommisGion shall likewise 
Ikirtilsh related plans, data, and records, or copies thereof, 
to Federal and District of Columbia governmental agencies 
iipcn request.” 
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
